Whereot Hope ({itring on the o- 
ther {idc) ſeemeth to giuea gracious per- 
ſwaſton. In regarde, thar his worchy Fa- 
therdid formerly ſupply the ſame place, 
and left ſuch ſenſible inſtruftions to his 
Sonne, as cannot butedge his temper the 
more keenely, and quicken his ſpirits the 
more induſtriouſly. Becauſe it is no com-

in ſuch eminencie, and therefore bindeth 
him to the more ſcrious obſcruance. 
Wherein tv encourage him the more, 
ſhee ſhewerh him all choſe ſacred Yertues, 
thargauchis Father comfort in his Magi- 
ſtracic, Iuſtice and Fortitude, who will as 
forwardly further him; treading downe 
thoſe vile Incendiaries, Ambition, Treaſon,

Now,becauſe Fame cannot cndurc,that 
any part of her Mount ſhould bee vaticly 
furniſhed : Ina more backward, & 
ſomewhat lower then her Scat, {tt her rwo 
ſober Siſters, Feare and Modeſty; both vai- 
led, bur fo fharpe-fighred, that they can 
WR C diſccrne 
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diſcerne through the 'darkelt obſcurities, 
when any diſorder threatneth danger: to 
Maieſty, or to his carcfull Deputie. When 
any {uch inconucnicnce happeneth, forth- 
with they informe Vigilancy 8 Prouidence, 
ſitting nextto them. — the La- 
rumand ſtriking clock inthe Caſtle : they 
awake Care the Sentinel, to ring the Bell.in 
the Watch-Tower, which calleth VP Conrage 
&Councel,thar cucry one may hauc imploi- 
mer, for ſafe preſeruing the Mottof Fame. 
For better vnderſtanding the true mora- 
lity of this deuiſe, the perſonages hauc all 
Emblemes and Properties in their hands, 
& {o ncere them, that the weakeſt capaci 
may take knowledge of the; which -04De 
in ſuch ſolemne Triumphes hath alwaies 
beene allowed of beſt obſcruation: both 
for auoiding troubleto the Magiſtrate, by 
tedious and imperrinent ſpeeches, and de- 


uouring the time, which craucrh diligent
